Lee was brought to the city at 
three o’clock this afternoon and ad- 


milted in the 
presence 
of Sheriff 


Cavitt, Chief Rosencrance and a re­ 
porter from the 
D aily Republican 
that Ik * was tin* strange negro who 


appeared at the Clevenger home ca r­ 


rying the rifle. 


Following the arrest of Lee, Chief 


Rosencrance and Sheriff Cavitt a r­ 
rested Luther Butts. 
lie w a s taken 


to the jail and the negro told the o f­ 


fice rs that he closely resembled one 


of the two men who grappled with 


him before the shot was tired last 
Saturday morning. 
Butts was held 


in jail a s an important witness and 
the police believe he 
k n o w s more 


about the murder than he has ever 


told. 


B u t t s 
was 
surprised 
that 
he 


should he placed in jail and wanted 
to give bond, 
lie will lie held until 


the prosecutor has had a chance to 
go to the bottom of the trouble. 
The negro said that Butts, when he 


was taken before the colored man, 


that he looked like one of the men 
who had given him a drink last S a t­ 


urday morning. 
The police said significantly that 
the negro was the man they wanted 


to solve the mystery. 
It was impossible to obtain a very 
lengthy interview with Lee as the 


authorities desired that Prosecutor 


Smith examine him before anything 


was given for publication. 
But Lee 


admitted that lie was the strange 


negro at Clevenger’s and also that 
he carried a rifle, and this was suf­ 


ficient grounds for the arrest. 
The c a ll that a strange negro w a s 


seen north of the city came at a time 


when tlie police had about given up 


hope of ever locating the negro. 
The negro stated that since S a t­ 


urday he had been sleeping 
in 
a 


straw stack and had been keeping 


under cover as much a" possible as 


he did not desire to get mixed up in a 
murder case. 
The colored man was 
very much frightened when placed in 


jail. 
He was afraid that an attempt 


would be made 
to do him 
bodily 


harm. 
He was placed in a cell on 


the second floor away from the rest 


of the prisoners. 
Other arrests were expected as a 


result of the capture of the 
negro. 
His story, according to Chief Rosen- 


erance, was very different from that 


told following the finding of the dead 
body of Clevenger. 
The negro sta­ 


ted that lu* went to the Clevenger 


home and that he was chased away.

what became of the 


rifle Lee stated that other men, who 


were there at the time took it aw ay 


from him.

Paris In 1848.

was disturbed by the revolutionary 
mob, a Captain Prebois was sent by 
the government with orders to be de­ 
livered to the leaders of the troops 
that were defending the threatened 
points in various parts of the city. 
It 
was a dangerous undertaking, for the 
bitterness of the people against the 
government was intense. 
Before starting out Captain Prebois 
was warned to take the greatest care 
if he valued his life, but he took the 
warnings lightly and said: “If you fel­ 
lows knew my black horse as well as 
I know him you wouldn't worry about 
me. That horse has carried me through 
thick and thin.” 
The black borse of which the gallant 
captain was so proud was indeed a 
beautiful animal. But there was some­ 
thing very extraordinary about bis tail. 
It was long and bushy, but it never 
moved or twitched, except with the 
movement of the animal’s body. 
When Prebois arrived in the disturb­ 
ed section of the city he fearlessly de­ 
livered his message. 
He met with no 
resistance from the crowds in the 
streets until he reached the Place Ven­ 
dóme. 
Here a great crowd of revolu­ 
tionists had gathered. 
One seized the 
bridle and cried in a fierce voice: 
“Hold! 
W hat message are you carry­ 
ing?” 
The captain refused to answer. “Put 
a bullet through him and get that mes­ 
sage!” bawled out the man in a com­ 
manding voice. 
He was evidently a 
leader of the mob. 
At this point the captain determined 
that quick action alone would save him 
from violence at the hands of the 
crowd. 
Quick as a flash he wheeled 
his horse and dashed off. Several bul­ 
lets flew after him. hut they went wild 
and then suddenly ceased altogether. 
He looked round and saw the mob 
crowding round one of their number, 
who held something in his hand. And 
then his eyes fell on the back of his 
horse and his heart sank in dismay. 
It seems th at as he whirled his horse 
about several men seized hold of the 
animal. 
But the powerful creature 
threw them all except one. a lad of 
fourteen, who seized the horse’s tail. 
That tail was the object of interest 
that had caused the shooting to stop, 
for it had come off. 
There stood the 
boy, in the middle of the road, with 
his feet spread apart and an expression 
of grim determination on his face as 
he tightly clutched tlie fleeing crea­ 
ture’s tail. 
The mob saw the humor 
of the situation and burst into a roar 
of laughter.

seems that Captain Prebois’ horse, 
while perfect in every other particular, 
did not have a very good tail, and so 
his m aster had an artificial one made 
for him.

SAVE YOUR HEART. 


D on’t Crow d E x tra W o rk Upon It, as 
It H a s Enough to Do. 
H eart strain may be brought on by 
m any common, thoughtless actions of 
everyday life, as, for instance, running 
to catch a train. 
In an actual experi­ 
m ent m ade on a person w ith a healthy 
heart before the run th e heart rate w as 
seventy-six per m inute and the heart 
was doing 152 foot pounds of work a 
m inute: afte r the run the h eart rate 
was 180 and the heart was doing 300 
foot pounds a m inute, an increase of 
228 foot pounds. G reat strain may als a 
be imposed upon the heart by ascend 
ing stairs hurriedly. 
Not only physical exertion, but emo­ 
tions, affect the heart. 
“Keep your 
tem per” is good medical advice, for 
w hen a person is angry the work liis 
heart does m ay be increased as much 
as seventy-tw o foot pounds a minute. 
Even after the emotion or exertion has 
ceased the heart continues to do ex­ 
tra w ork for some tim e before it gets 
back to its norm al rate. 
The am ount of extra work the heart 
can do is surprising. T ests have show n 
th a t in riding a bicycle at a rapid pace 
up a 10 per cent grade for half a mile 
the ex tra work imposed on the heart 
would be sufficient to lift one and one- 
eighth tons one foot. 
T here are various w ays by w hich we 
m ight save the heart work. 
As the 
heart beats less rapidly w hen we are 
a t rest w e could save it 870,000 foot 
pounds of work a year by going to bed 
tw o hours earlier every night. 
Lying 
down half an hour daily would mean 
an 
annual 
saving 
of 219,000 
foot 
pounds: an hour’s rest every Sunday 
would save 02,400 foot pounds, and by 
staying in boil all day Sunday the an ­ 
nual saving would be nearly a million 
foot pounds.—D etroit Free Press.

himself.” 
Sinec it i- true, we are 


immoral if we do not use* every pos­ 


sible precaution to 
prevent 
others 
from taking our disease. 


Tuberculosis 
is a 
communicable 
disease. 
The nine thousand who die* 


of it in this state every year do not 


die to themselves. 
They received it 


from others and they also passed 


it on before they themselves slipped 
inte) the grave. 
This disease may be 
communicated 
through 
inhalation. 
The dry sputum of the consumption 
is carried in the dust and thus inhal­ 
ed by the individual who becomes 


infected 
with it. 
As in the Parable 


of the Sower the germ may find a 


fertile soil in which to take root. 
It 


developes, and brings forth disease 


and death. 


Tuberculosis may also 
be 
com­ 


municated by 
in 
oeuJation. 
The 
germ finds a door way through a 


cut or wound. 
The use of articles 
used by consumptives make one li­ 


able to inoculation. 
The use of a 


towel »upon which a consumptive had 


wiped his face and hands, may be 


the means of inoculation. 
A physi­ 


cian reported to me the ease of one 


who contracted tlie disease by us­ 
ing a knife which formerly belong­ 


ed to a consumptive. 


This dreaded disease may also be 


contracted by direct contact. 
K iss­ 
ing is a dangerous thing. 
It is a 


menace to health. 
It is to be re­ 


gretted that society lias not adopted 


a more sanitary way of expressing 
affection. 
The 
drinking 
cup 
is a 


prolific* cause in the spread of the 


disease. 
It is an outrage that the 


physicians of Indiana could not have 


enough influence in our last legisla­ 


ture to secure a law prohibiting the 


use of the public* drinking cup. 


These three causes are the usual 


ones by whieh the disease is con­ 


tracted. 
They prove that the con­ 


sumptives who die every year do not 


die unto themselves. 
The disease is 


never inherited. 
It is always ac­ 


quired. 
Sometimes it goes through 


a fam ily and seems tel be inherited. 


But the other members of the fam ily 


doubtless contract if by using the 


things formerly handled by the con­ 


sumptive. 
So in this ease he did not 


die to himself, but left his flisea;~e 


behind him to harvest the rest of the 
household for the grave. 


It is imperative that we keep our 
bodies in a healthy condition so as
